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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1 . Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 USC 1 01 for failing to provide a concrete, useful and 
tangible result. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 1-10, 12-13 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over 
Dahod(US Pat. No: 6,574,608) in view of Cupps(US Pat. No: 5,991,739). 



3. As per claims 1 .10,12 Dahod teaches an electronic commerce system for conducting 
electronic commerce(Abstract) between a server and a client over a network(Abstract) 
as the Internet comprising downloading means to the client system items provided from 
the server(col 4 lines 40-46) and parameter input means(col 4 lines 53-55). In addition 
to that taught by Dahod, Cupps teaches(col 4 lines 1-12) file storage means for storing 
transaction parameters(Fig 2/128) and screen display(Fig 2/114) as well as 
transmission means for transmitting transaction parameters(Fig 2/104/1 16) and 
transaction completion apparatus(Fig 11/310)(col 10 lines 22-26), It would have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine Dahod in view of 
Cupps to teach the disclosure. The motivation to combine is to teach an online e- 
commerce ordering system over a network as enunciated by Cupps(col 2 lines 20-23). 

4. As per claim 2 Dahod teaches an electronic commerce system according to claim 1 
wherein the server system is a web server having hypertext files(col 4 lines 25-40) with 
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screen display(Figs 3-13) and a web browser that executes a hypertext transfer 
protocol(col 4 lines 40-45). 

5. As per claims 3,13 Dahod teaches the electronic commerce system according to 
claims 1 ,12. In addition to that taught by Dahod, Cupps teaches a file storage means 
having transaction parameters in different frames(col 4 line 60-col 6 line 16), It would 
have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine 
Dahod in view of Cupps to teach the disclosure. The motivation to combine is to teach 
an online e-commerce ordering system over a network as enunciated by Cupps(col 2 
lines 20-23) and to apply this to transaction parameter location. 

6. As per claim 4 Dahod teaches the electronic commerce system according to claim 3 
wherein the screen display update means displays in an independent window and a 
plurality of transaction information combined and stored in the file(Fig7)(Fig 9). 

7. As per claim 5 Dahod teaches the electronic system according to claim 4. In addition 
to that taught by Dahod, Cupps teaches a duplicate file separate from said file and 
associated with the file(col 4 lines 60-63). It would have been obvious to one skilled in 
the art at the time of the invention to combine Dahod in view of Cupps and to utilize 
RAM and non volatile memory as a backup duplicate file to teach the disclosure. The 
motivation to combine is to teach an online e-commerce ordering system over a network 
as enunciated by Cupps(col 2 lines 20-23) and to apply this to backup file creation. 

8. As per claim 6 Dahod teaches the electronic commerce according to claim 4. Dahod 
teaches display means(Fig 7)(Fig 9).ln addition to that taught by Dahod. Cupps teaches 
a file separate from said file and associated with the file(col 4 lines 60-63). It would have 
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been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine Dahod in 
view of Cupps and to utilize RAM and non volatile memory as a rewrite file to teach the 
disclosure. The motivation to combine is to teach an online e-commerce ordering 
system over a network as enunciated by Cupps(col 2 lines 20-23) and to apply this to 
backup files. 

9. As per claim 7 Dahod teaches the electronic commerce system according to claim 2, 
In addition to that taught by Dahod, Cupps teaches a file storage means describes the 
file as a cookie managed by said web browser run on said client system(Fig 3B). It 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine 
Dahod in view of Cupps to teach the disclosure. The motivation to combine is to teach 
an online e-commerce ordering system over a network as enunciated by Cupps(col 2 
lines 20-23) andto apply this processing to efficient retrieval of information. 

10. As per claim 8 Dahod teaches the electronic commerce system according to claim 
1 . In addition to that taught by Dahod, Cupps teaches a file storage means having 
transaction parameters in different frames(col 4 line 60-col 6 line 16). Cupps teaches 
transaction parameters(Fig 3E/174)(Fig 3F/176) and verification(col 11 line 5). It would 
have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine 
Dahod in view of Cupps to teach the disclosure. The motivation to combine is to teach - 
an online e-commerce ordering system over a network as enunciated by Cupps(col 2 
lines 20-23) and to apply this to transaction verification through parametric confirmation. 
1 1 .As per claim 9 Dahod teaches an electronic commerce system according to any of 
the claims 1-7 wherein the server system is a web server having hypertext files(col 4 
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lines 25-40) with screen display(Figs 3-13) and a web browser that executes a hypertext 
transfer protocol(col 4 lines 40-45) as well as transaction completion means(col 1 1 lines 
4-27).
